London, November M. — The Government 
parrowly escaped a defeat yesterday. After 
Lord Churebili’s speech denouncing the job- 
bery and the shameful waste of public money 
in the Court of Judicature, the Tory whips 
Giscovered that they could not secure & 
majority among the members actually in the 
precincts of the House. Thereupon Sir Richard 
Webster, W. L. Jackson and W. H. Smith 
undertook to speak against time, while mes- 
sengere were dispatched in every direction 
after members in the clubs and private houses 
with the result of a narrow majority for the 
Government when the question was actually 
put. The Tory officials are indignant at the 
conduct of Churchill. They are now convined 
thatthe Unionist alliance has more to fear 
from him and the London Tory members, 
than from the Liberal-Unionists. Last night 
the union of the two parties was typified by 
the appearance of Salisbury and Hartington 
on the same platform for the first time since 
their historie meeting in Her Majesty's Opera- 
house. The address of the Irish Non-Oon- 
tormist Ministers to Salisbury, it is said, will 
number 800 signatures. Dr. Lynd, the Mod- 
erator of the Presbyterian Synod will preside. 

A WEDDING GIFT FOR CHAMBERLAIN. 

The Unionists of Birmingham propose to 
raise a subscription to make a presentation to 
Joseph Chamberlain on his marriage. The 
contributions will be limited to half a guinea.

LEGALLY STRANGLED. 


William Showers Hanged To-Day for the 
Murder of Bis Grandchildren. 


LEBanon, Pa., November 14.—At 11:080’ clock 
to-day William Showers was hanged in the 
jail yard for the murder of his two grandchil- 
dren at Annville, May 17, 1887. He was at- 
tended by Rev. Mr. Hell of the Evangelical 
Association of this city and Rev. Mr. Deitzler, 
his former pastor at Antville Lutheran 
Church. Passes were issued by the Sheriff to 


about 400 persons to witness the hanging and 
the small yard was crowded. The Sheriff and 
his Deputy marched on either side of 
the condemned man from the cell to 
the ecaffoid, preceded by the ministers. 
Ashort solemn service was held in his cell 
and egain on the scaffoldgust before the black 
cap was drawn over t condemned man’s 
head. After the service on the scaffold the 
trap was sprung and the aged murderer was 
swung into eternity. He made no statement 
on the gallows. Snowers’ body will be taken 
to Annville by his two sons to whom be left a 
letter of twenty pages, giving full instructions 
and, it is thought, a confession. 

SHOWERS’ CRIME. 

Showers was arrested at Annville, his home, 
on May 30, 1887, and on May 31 the bodies of 
his two little victims were found in a drain 
near his house. In Juwe he pleaded guilty, 
but afterward, while witnesses were being ex 
amined to determine the degree of his guilt, 
he withdrew kis plea of guiity. On September 
23 he was again brought up for trial, but it was 
not until November 30 that the judge set aside 
all proceedings in the case. Alter the 
finding of the bills of 
cember 15, 1887, he was 
into court, and after avain attempt to secure 
achange of venue he was tried and found 

ilty. When his grandchildren named WIII 
am Kehler and Samuel Speraw (both illegiti- 
mate children of his daughter) disappeared, 
Showers attempted to allay suspicion of the 
crime by a story about 1 taken them 
across the mountains seven miles away, to be 
taken to Texas by friends. The children were 
strangled in bed, and when found in the drain 
near the house, bad ropes around their necks. 
He had made efforts to have them placed in 
orphans’ homes, but failed, and his 
desire to get rid of them ended in 
murder, so that he might then secure the ser- 
vices ofa certain woman as housekeeper or 
wife, itis alleged. The woman had refused to 
live with him while the childrengremained at 
his home. Showers was about 65 yeurs old, 
small in stature,gray baired and lame slightly 
from the effects of a wound received in the 
arm when he was kicked bya mule. Not- 
withstanding his age and infirmity, Showers 
during his incarceration in the Lebanon jail 
managed to escape by digging through his cell 
wall and lowering himself to the ground by 
means of twisted bedelothing. A reward was 
offered for his recapture, and be was found 
several days later by a party of young men in 
the woods near Annville and en back to 
jail.

THE BIG RATE WAR. 


Fatile Efferts to Make a Settlement—The 
N Emigrant Business. 
By Telegraph to the Post-D1sPaTon. 

New YOrK, November l4.—Anxiety over the 
action of the New York Central Railway in 
making a sweeping reduction in its freight 
tariff did not subside yesterday. When the 
news came out on Monday the directors and 
managers of the different trunk lines hastened 
totake action, and the agents all over the 
country were ordered to meet the reduction. 
Commissioner Fink recelved many anxious 
inquiries as to how long the move would last. 
It is stated thata number of the representa- 
tives of the different lines affected 
met Monday, and although there 
were many charges and counter- charges, 


nothing was done. An effort was made yes- 
terday to reach all the trunk lines for the pur- 
se of bringing them together to make 
a settlement, but for some reason it fell 
through. Another attempt will be made to- 
day. Many railroad men claim they have been 
looking for some move on the New York Cen- 
tral’s part since the publication of the com- 
pany’s report for October, which showed 
quite afaliing off in the business for that 
month, but few expected such a big cut. 

The Pennsylvania road yesterday met the 
cut, but did not go below, as some expected 
Railroad officials say that the fight lies mostly 
between these roads. Last summer, when 
Mr. Fink was away, the Pennsylvania threat. 
ened to withdraw, but finally agreed to maln 
tain rates with the other companies. This 
agreement, it is claimed, was not iived up 
to by the Pennsylvaria road. The 
New York Central people 
the reports of the two 
The Central shows a marked falling off in 
tonnage and earnings, while the Pennsylvania 
shows a big increase. When the Central peo- 
pie discovered this they made up their minds 
that they would secure their share, hence the 
cut. Though the New York Oentral people 
disclaim any intention of precipitating a war, 
railroad men say that they will follow up their 
stroke if compelled to.

POWDERLY CERTAIN TO BE RE-ELECTED 
GENERAL MASTER WORKMAN. 


Ne Strength Developed by His Opponent 
Against 


Ibis, Ind., November 14.—At their 
session this morning the Knights of Labor are 
hearing the reports of the general officers and 


} commilttess, Dat nothing will be given out 


until the session ends at noon. The annual 
report of General Master Workman Powderly 
will not be delivered until later in the day, 
owing to the non-arrival of the printed 
copies. These reports win probably 
take up all of the time to-day 
and to-morrow. The appeal of Thomas 
B, Barry for a hearing, which was sent 


in these dipatches last night, was sent by him 
to the General Assembly this morning and 
their action on it will be awaited by him 
before he does anything further. Just what 
he may do is a biem that causes some 
wo among the Knights. He keeps a close 
watch on his tongue regarding his probable 
movements, but talks freely in criticism of 
the present management of the order. Other 
opposition to Powderly is based more on a 
claim of weakness in management than on 
such allegations as have been made by 
Barry. Still, this opposition is scarcely 
in form to fight him, and he will doubtiess be 
re-elected without trouble, in case he will ac- 
cept, which no one of his friends will say. 
One talking delegate opposes Powderly, be- 
cause he has no backbone and because he is 
influenced by that gang of corrupt‘onists from 
New York, who have been the bane of the order 
since the Richmond convention. 

He further says that ‘‘in a general way Pow- 
derly makes a good General Master Workman, 
but he has given the order away several times 
at Chicago and Cohoes and history will prove 
that even the Southwest strike, given away 
by Tom McGuire and Charley Litchman, was 
inspired by Powderly.’’ However, the same 
delegate concedes Powderly’s election. Itis 
the lack of concentration of the opposi- 
tion that will bring about this result. 
Among those mentioned in these dispatches 
heretefore as possible candidates no one is 
more frequently spoken of than W, T. Lewis 
of Pittsburg. e is chief executive of the 
Miners’ Association, comprising 50,000 mem- 
bers, and his organization is liable to with- 
draw at their meeting in December unless ac- 
tion agreeable to their wishes is taken at this 
time. Homer L. McGaw of Pritteburg, one of 
the ploneers of the order, and an anti-Pow- 
derly man, is in the city, but not 
as a delegate. He considers Mr. Lewis 
much superior to Mr. Powderly in every 
way. He says Powderly never won a 
strike and that the policy pursued by him 
has driven thousands out ofthe order, and 
many of them have been the best men ever in 
it. hile Lewis ie pushed by his friends, he 
himeelf states that he is not a candidate. 
George Schilling of Chicago, the Socialist, has 

n spoken of in this connection, but many 
of the delegates consider such a suggestion in 
the nature of a joke, while Schilling will not 
submit to be interviewed.

The City of Atchison Wins the Bridge Suit 
Involving $1,000,000.

AN ELECTORAL REFORM. 


THE AUSTRALIAN SYSTEM OF BALLOTING 
PROPOSED FOR MISSOURBL © 


Absolute Secrecy to Be Secured for Voters— 
Only One Ticket to Be Used and That 
Printed Officially—Dr. H. 8. Chase Inter- 
ested in the Propaganda of the Reform. 


ESIDE the suggestion 
of an independent po- 
litical organization to 
gentlemen interested 
in the welfare of St. 
Louis the recent at- 
tempt of the bosses to 
control the city elec- 
tion has brought out 
agitators for a reform 
of the voting system in 
Missouri. Electoral 
reform has been sug- 
gested frequently by 
gentlemen who had 
opportunity of seeing 
the defects of the present system, but so far 


agitation of the subject. As elections are 
now conducted the officers having charge of 
the reception and counting of ballots do not 
know, officially, who the candidates are. 
They receive any ticket on which is legally 
printed the name of a man for one of the 
offices to be filled at that election. 
THEORETICALLY ALL CITIZENS 

having the requisite qualifications are candi- 
dates; practically only such citizens are 
candidates as have received the indorsement 
ot party conventions. There are as many 
tickets as there are sets of candidates, and 
anyone standing at the polls can see how 
nine-tenths of the votes are cast, whether for 
the Republican, the Democratic, Union Labor 
or the Probibition candidates. A man who 
has bought votes can stand at the polls and 
see the goods delivered. 

Dr. H. 8. Chase has interested himself in 
spreading literature that outlines a proposed 
reform of this method. What we dave to 
offer in exchange for the present plan is the 
Australian system, he said to-day.

TRADESMEN UP IN ARMS. 


LORD SACKVILLE’S SALE OF HIS WINE CEL- 
LAR DISTURBING THEM. 


The Liquors Admitted Free of Duty While 
Hise Lordship Was Minister—An Official 
Opinion—An Alleged Movement for 
Sackville’s Reappointment Under Harri 
son’s Admini@ration— Washington News. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Disratcs. 

Wasntnotor, D. C., November 14.—Local 
tradesmen are up in arms because Lord Sack 
ville bas advertised that next Monday be will 
sell at auction his horses and carriages, a 
large assortment of valuable household effects 
and the contents of a well-stocked wine 
cellar. It is the prospect of the wine sale that 
disturbs them more than anything else. The 
ground of complaint is that these goods were 
imported free of duty under the Treasury 
regulation which exempts from duty 
all articles imported for the personal 
or family use of foreigh ministers 
or charges d’affaires; and it is not tair, the 
tradesmen contend, that they should be dis- 
posed of at public sale here in competition 
with those imported in the usdal way, and 
upon which duty has been paid. Had it been 
known that any such use was going to be 
made of Lord Sackville’s effects, they say, 
they would never have been admitted free of 
duty. An effort is now being made to have 
the treasury officials either levy the statutory 
duty upon all such articles sold at the British 
Legation next Monday or to have the 
advertised sale probibited. Not only the 
liquors but bis carriages and practically the 
entire collection of bric-a-brac and household 
effects advertised for sale were imported from 
Europe, and the amount of custome duties on 
the whole lot would beconsiderable. It is not 
known that his lordship kept the finest private 
stock of liquors in the city of Washington. 
Judge Maynard, Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury, who has charge of the custom busi- 
ness, told a correspondent — that 
there was little probability of the complaining 
trades peoples request E granted.

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NEW YORK’S “BIG FOUR” 


GEN. HARRISON’S PROMISED VISIT TO THE 
EMPIRE STATE. 


Peliticians Excited Over the Coming of the 
as to Who 
Will Be Boss in New York Under the New 
Administration—An Arkansas Election 
Sensation. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCS. * 
WASHINGTON, D. O., November 14.— Gen. 
Harrison’s promised visit to New York and 
Washington next month excites a great deal 
of interest here. The politicians think the 
visit may enable them to discover who will be 
conspicuous under the new administration. 
Who will be boss in New York now? is the 
question most frequently asked here. The 
answer is not so easy. New York nominated 
Harrison at Chicago through the work of a 
pool organized by Chauncey M. Depew at that 
now famous dinner. Miller and Piatt had 
gone to the convention as rival leaders, Miller 
as a friend of John Sherman and Piatt as John 
Sherman’s enemy and the friend of Blaine. 
Frank Hiscock was there ready to co-operate 
with Platt against Miller, whom he had beaten 
forthe Senate. Depew held the balance of 
power, and, like the astute manager that he 
is, formed the combination known as New 
York’s ‘‘big four,’’ which held the New York 
délegation together and gave the nomination 
to Harrison. But pools, whetherin railroads 
or politics, are not iasting. The New 
York Republican pool came to an end with 
Harrison’s election. The leaders who pulled 
together during the canvass are again rivals. 
Mr. Miller expects to be recognized by the 
new administration, and so does Mr. Piatt. 
Their interests necessarily conflict. Senator 
Hiscock is quietly to set up in business for 
himself, and Mr. Depew, who has no ambition 
for himself, will find it impossible to play the 
peacemaker successfully under the new con- 
ditions. It will call for some very fine tact on 
Mr. Harrison’s part to prevent the recur- 
rence of as bad a break in the 
party in New York as those that followed 
the inauguration of Hayes and Garfield. 


It is — * understood that both Miller and 
Thomas O. Platt have their eyes on the seat 
of Evarts. One or the otber of these men is 
likely to geta * Federal office under Presi- 
dent Harrison. itis — that Piatt would 
be willing to bave Miller go into the Cabinet 
as Secretary of the Treasury or the Interior—
